Although  South  Junior's 
Girls'  team  finished  third  in  the 
Town  Wide  Meet,  the  school  should 
be  proud  of  the  strength  and

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FESTIVAL  OF  ARTS  TO  BE  HELD  AT  SOUTH  JUNIOR 


On  Wednesday  evening,  June  16,  from  6:00  P.M.  to  9:00P.M.,  South  Junior  High 
will  present  a  Festival  of  Arts.  The  efforts  of  many  will  be  represented  as  the 
Industrial  Arts  Department,  the  Music  Department,  the  Art  Department,  and  the 
Home  Economics  Department  display  the  talents  of  one  thousand  students. 

The  public  is  cordially  invited  to  attend.  There  will  be  displays  in  the 
Cafeteria,  a  fashion  show  of  garments  made  by  the  studnets,  a  concert  by  the 
Chorus,  and  the  Band  in  the  Auditorium. 

The  theme  of  the  displays  by  the  Home  Economics  Department  is  the  Bicentennial, 
with  over  six  hundred  boys  and  girls  participating  in  this  area  alone.

3.  FHA  Boutique  -  patchwork  and  quilted  projects,  knick-knacks, 
decorated  cakes,  and  other  specialty  foods,  all  to  be  on  sale. 

4.  FHA  Bicentennial  Food  Tasting  Festival  -  over  twenty  sections  of 
the  country  will  be  represented  by  food  and  creative  displays  by 
the  ninth  grade  girls. 

5.  Cake  decorating  contest  for  the  ninth  grade  boys  -  a  large  map 
of  the  United  States,  with  each  state  creatively  decorated. 

The  Industrial  Arts  Department  will  be  displaying  the  works  of  seventh, 
eighth,  and  ninth  graders.  There  shall  be  reproductions  of  a  Howard  banjo, 
figure  eight,  and  Grandmother  clocks,  plus  other  projects  such  as  tables, 
electronic  digital  dice,  bowls,  ball-peen  hammers,  metal  tooling  of  antique 
cars,  electric  motors,  etc.  There  will  also  be  demonstrations  in  letterpress 
and  multi-color  photosilk  screen  process.
